spiracy. The new indictment is found 
under the new antitrust law which was 
enacted April 16 last nnd which makes 
It a misdemeanor to contract, agree or 
conspire to prevent competition in the 
price or supply of articles or commodi- 
ties in common use, or to restrict or re- 
strain ,^rade or commerce, or to carry 
on b'uslness under snch contract, agree- 
ment or conspiracy. Each violation of 
tbe new law is pnnisliabte by imprison- 
ment of not more than on* yeftr or by a 
fine of not more than ffOO, or both. 
There arc in the indictment two count H 
for misdemeanor in conspiring to re- 
strict and restrain commerce and to flu- 
lawful) j control and monopolize the cig- 
arette business and to raise the price of 
cigarettes. Those Indicted were not 
placed under arrest, but were notified 
to appear in court and plead to the In- 
dictment.

Senator Teller tells an Interesting 


story apropos of tbe partial destruction 
c!t the great Beds bridge. Ha says that 
while th<! plans were being drawn, and 
bnly the preliminary foundation work 
bad been done, he had a talk with Csut. 
Ends and learned how It was that he 
changed the original plan. The incident 
U ol peculiar interest In «ona*cti<3tt 
withthelatestorm. 'The great Inventor 
said: 


"Some time ago, ftfter I bad made all 


the plans for the bridge and had pro- 
vided for every strain which seemed 
possible to be pnt upon it, there was 
one of those cyclones or tornadoes for 
which thasouthwestisfatnous. During 
the storm 1 saw a locomotive which had 
b«en blown from the troelc. That gave 
me an Idea as to the terrific energy de- 
veloped by rotary winds, andlatonce 
began to consider what the effect would 
be on the bridge, which I hoped to moke 
my professional monument. 


"After n long series of calculations 


I became thoroug-hly convinced that 
tlie structure on which I was about to 
pride myself was much too weak to 
withstand the force of these devastat- 
ing storms. The overturned locomo- 
tive taught me a lesson which I at once 
applied to the bridge. I increased the 
strength of the structure tn every par- 
ticular, Tbe result was an addition to 
the cost of something like $1,000,000, 
but 1 nm convinced the time will come 
•when one of these storms will demon- 
strate the wisdom of the changes I 
mode In tie plan."

The gravd Jury in New York found an- 


other Indictment against members of 
the cigarettei trust, who wece Indicate I 
before under .the common lav? for cow-* 
•piracy. The new Indictment It found 
under the new antitrust law which was 
enacted April 16 last and which makes 
It a misdemeanor to contract, a#ree or 
conspire to prevent competition In the 
price or supply of articles or commodi- 
ties in common use, or to restrict or re- 
strain tvode or commerce, or to eiirry 
on business under such contract, agree- 
ment or conspiracy. Each violation of 
the new law Is punishable by imprison- 
ment of not more than one year or by n 
flue of not more than $600, or both 
There arc In the indictment two counts 
/or misdemeanor in conspiring to re- 
strict and restrain commerce and to un- 
lawfully control and monopolize the cig- 
arette business and to raise the price of 
cigarettes. Those Indicted wore not 
placed under arrest, but were notified 
to appear In court and plead to the in- 
dictment,
